Supreme Court 
Dismisses Appeal 
Aqainst Use Tax 


WASHINGTON IP-The Supreme 
Court Monday dismissed an appeal 
challenging the constitutionality of 
Illinois’ 2 12 per cent use tax on 
purchases of retail goods. 
The court, in a brief order, said 
the appeal failed to present any 
“ substantial federal” issue 
The Illinois Supieme Court sus 
tamed the constitutionality of the 
1955 state use tax law last Janu 
ary. 


The case .stemmed from a tax 
payer's suit, brought by John VV 
Turner J r in Cook County Circuit 
Court, to determine the validity of 
the 1955 law. 
The Cook County court held that 
the law- did not violate either the 
state or federal Constitution 
The 
Illinois Supreme Court first ruled 


that it violated the state constitu ■ 
lion because of “ lack of uniform 1 
ity” in its application 
B ut after | 
reh earin g, the state high co urt held 
the tax was designed to protect 
Illinois’ 
occupational 
tax 
on

tailers a n d w as constitutional.
